Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Del., last year in 
second place, moves up to first this time, where this 
establishment customarily ranked under former systems 
of computation. Winterthur’s score of 589 pcints was 
made on 42 records, also tops for number of appearances 
mn the list. Lauxmont and Carnation placed second and 
third with 490 and 454 points respectively, each having 
37 records on the list and in fourth place is Dunloggin 
with 421 points on 32 records. Pabst Farms are in 
second place for number of Honor List records with 38 
and fifth for number of points with 307. 

As usual our public institutions make a big contri- 
bution to the Honor List. The six Federal Institutions are 
headed by the U. S. Dairy Division, Beltsville, Md. with 
255 points, the state colleges and schools by the North 
Platte Sub-station of University of Nebraska with 263.

Agatha Lyons Tidy, owned by Morningside Hospital. 
Portland, Oregon, is the high individual point-winning 
cow of the year with 28 points on her 305-day record and 
30 on her year record for a total of 58. Another West 
Coast cow is in second place, Kanowa Segis Ormsby 
Duchess, owned by Decker Bros., Turlock, Calif. with 30 
Points on her 305-day record and 22 on her year record,

Down The West Coast

bration, I enjoyed a ride down to Portland with Ivan 

Loughary. Gas was a little short under dealer 
rationing, but we made it with nothing more than a lit- 
tle needless worry. The West Coast is really war cons- 
cious, and war industries are a beehive of activity. In 
fact, about every section I visited during the whole trip 
felt their farm labor situation was the worst in the na- 
tion. Out there, they know it is—for in addition to 
furnishing their share of boys for the armed forces and 
their great activities in air plane and ship building, they 
have lost a great supply of common labor through the 
mass movement of the Japs into concentration camps in 
the interior. Many crops will just not get harvested this 
year inspite of valiant efforts to organize school children 
and others from the cities. But those efforts are helping 
in many farm industries, particularly fruit harvest. 


Hallrose 


S. B. Hall, owner of Hallrose Farm at Troutdale, a 
few miles out of Portland on U. S. 30, is doing a real job 
of breeding good Holsteins. He has tied quite closely 
with Carnation, with some Hazelwood combinations that 
have gone back to Carnation to be incorporated in their 
own breeding program. 


Equipped with a pair of S. B.’s rubber boats (which 
did not pinch at all) we slogged around in the rain and 
mud all morning (they were irrigating last year at this 
time) and it was thoroughly enjoyable, for this is a herd 
of a quality not often found. Present senior sire is Sir 
Governor Inka, a 7-year-old son of Governor of Carna- 
tion out of Carnation Princess Inka. She is a 1007-lb 
daughter of Carnation Prince out of Carnation Inka Em- 
Press (931 lbs); she by Sir Inka May and from Hazel- 
wood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes (974 lbs), famous dam of 
Matador Segis Ormsby himself. Best of all, however, is 
the job he is doing as a sire—great square-rumped, level 
uddered, nicely finished young cows. The first five have 
finished test in 2-year-old and 3-year-old form, and their 
average is 18,380 lbs milk, 3.8%, 710 lbs fat in 3X. 
Hallrose Governor Johanna, a senior 3-year-old, his 
oldest daughter, has recently finished with 800 lbs fat, 
anda 3.7% test. Hallrose Governor Whitie Inka at 2% 
years made 689.1 lbs fat, a state record. Hallrose Gov- 
ernor Mary, a junior 2-year-old made 710.5 lbs, 4.1%. 
They look the part and will be heard from further. They 
ave not been pushed to make these records. 

. Also in service is Hallrose Forward, by Mr. Hall’s old 
obe bull, who was an All-American winner of an earlier 
4y, and out of Waukona Myretta, famed 900-lb Port- 
and grand champion, and a proved brood cow of merit. 
allrose Ticktock, a star of the Hallrose show herd last 
year, is likewise in service. He is a son of Carnation 
asterpiece Tritomia, a great proved sire formerly in 


[ “tration Carnation the late afternoon of the big cele- 





service here, (son of Masterpiece from a Hazelwood 
dam), and sold to a breeding association in Idaho, as re- 
ported recently. Latest addition to the herd sire battery is 
another home-bred one, Hallrose King Hazel, son of 
940-lb Ormsby Aaggie Tilda, the National Dairy Show 
blue ribbon cow and Reserve All-American winner. She 
was purchased last year by Carnation for the specific 
purpose of raising a bull for future Carnation use. She 
is one of the choice cows in their herd today. The 
‘“‘Hazel’’ in the name is intended to indicate the intense 
Hazelwood breeding he carries. 

Among the cows I was most interested in seeing was 
Lola Aaggie Myretta, the white maternal sister of 
“Tilly” (that’s the barn name for Ormsby Aaggie Tilda.) 
This young cow who was a stern contender for All- 
American 4-Year-Old honors in 1940, was regarded as 
one of the real ‘‘comers’’ at Treasure Island, and Mr. Hall 
is planning to raise a bull from her. She was bred last 
time to Carnation Governor Imperial, as a part of the 
deal for “‘Tilly” but she dropped a heifer and a nice one. 
They will keep trying for that bull, for she is fulfilling 
her promise in development. She has a show udder that 
is really working. She should easily do over 800 Iby 
this year. Unfortunately, her show days are probably 
over, getting a hip knocked down this spring. Mr. Hall 
has now acquired several other maternal sisters, and has 
the makings of one of the great families here. The herd 
numbers about 100 hhead, 45 of milking age. 

The farm consists of 160 acres, most of it river bot- 
tom land (Columbia river). An important and some- 
what unusual cash crop is a plot of about 20 acres of 
daffodils. Difficulty in getting the bulbs harvested this 
year is anticipated. S. B. is hoping to get half of the 
crop taken care of. 


In addition, with his brother, he operates a 900 acre 
river bottom farm on the other side of town, principally 
devoted to grain and seed crops. This is all a side issue 
to Mr. Hall’s main job. He is now in his 27th year as 
County Agriculture Agent for Multnomah County, and 
that is a full-time job in itself. Under his leadership, 
the vegetable and small fruit industry has been de- 
veloped to a value of over $1,000,000 last year for fruits 
and $750,000 for vegetables. Five diking districts along 
the Columbia River have been organized and 30,000 
acres of highly productive land reclaimed. In addition, 
he is serving on the draft board; is chairman of the War 
Bond Sales Campaign, and in general leads in all com- 
munity enterprises. In this work Mrs. Hall also takes 
an active part. They think quite a lot of S. B. Hall out 
in the Western country and he is proving a very valu- 
able, level-headed, constructive-thinking member of the 
Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America.

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Report of Extension Service, 1941 
GLEN M. HOUSEHOLDER, Director of Extension Service 


. Editor’s Note: The Extension Service report covers more 
than 22 printed pages and we shall, accordingly, not try to 
reproduce it in full here. The complete text is available in 
printed form upon request to the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, Bratileboro, Vt., along with other annual reports 
of officers. 


NOTHER great Holstein year. The breed made 
A progress toward wider dissemination in every section 

of the United States. A great compliment to the 
wearing aualities of Holstein-Friesian cattle is found 
in the fact that the greatest percentage of new breeders 
purchasing registered Holstein-Friesian cattle for the 
first time are located in those states where most Hol- 
steins have been maintained by dairymen since the 
ascendancy of the breed to a position of dominance in 
the great dairy states of the Union. For the first time 
since the pre-depression days, well in excess of one 
million dollars worth of registered Holstein-Friesian 
eattle were sold in the ‘‘cataloged”’ auctions held in the 
United States during 1941. In addition to sales in the 
larger auctions, breeders reported the best private treaty 
sales since 1929. A conservative estimate places the 
value of registered Holstein-Friesian cattle sold in the 
United States during 1941 at nine million dollars. 14,272 
persons or concerns, never before recorded as owning a 
registered Holstein-Friesian animal, bought 19,788 pure- 
bred Holsteins during the year. This is the greatest 
number of new purchasers ever recorded in the Associa- 
tion’s history. 


During the entire year the Holstein industry shared 
the fate of all American business which was retarded 
by the dark clouds of war which hung over the country’s 
horizon until the storm broke in our midst on December 
7. Long before the dastardly attack on Pear] Harbor 
the purebred Holstein-Friesian cow had taken her place 
as the leading contributor of dairy producst to the all 
essential program of supplving the British people with 
staggering quantities of food—principally animal pro- 
tein. No group of American citizens has responded more 
wholeheartedly to their government’s call for increased 
production than have the breeders of registered Holstein- 
Friesian cattle. Instantly after quotas of dairy products 
had been set by the government under Lend-Lease 
authority, all efforts of the field service were concen- 
trated upon assistance to Holstein breeders in re-align- 
ing their herds to meet the challenge of greater produc- 
tion from existing herds. Instantly the demand for 
cattle exceeded the currently available supply of milking 
age animals It became necessary for fieldmen to arrange 
shipments of cattle great distances to meet milk re- 
quirements in areas where troops were concentrated 
for training. This demand has grown constantly until 
at the close of 1941 the greatest single problem of the 
Extension Service is to render assistance to dairymen 
striving frantically to meet the demand for both fluid 
milk and the Lend-Lease requirements of cheese, evap- 
orated milk and dry milk solids. 


A tremendous boost was given the prestige of the 
Holstein cow when nutritional experts recommended that 
the Army Food Procurement Division base their buying 
standards on 3.5% fat milk. Thus was sustained by the 
nation’s leading nutritionalists the long recorded position 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association of America contend- 
ing that the solids-not-fat, the minerals and the vitamins 
contained in milk were of vastly greater importance to 
human health than was an excessive load of fat over 
and above 3.5%. In selecting the foods which would 
make the greatest contribution to Britian’s nutritional 
deficiencies with shipping space at a premium, those 
ingredients of milk which lie below the cream line were 
selected again confirming the contention of Holstein 
breeders that fat is but one element of value in milk and 
to be of greatest nutritional value should be in norma! 
balance with the solids-not-fat. 

Personnel Changes 

During the year, North Dakota and Nebraska Hol- 
stein breeders voted to accept National Fieldman service 
in lieu of allotment of funds from the National Associa- 
tion for the purpose of carrying on their own Extension 
program. A new field territory made up of Kansas, 








Oklahoma, Texas, New Mexico, Colorado, Southern Wy. 
oming and Nebraska was formed and Elmer A. Dawdy of 
Salina, Kansas selected as fieldman, starting his dutieg 
Feb. 15, 1941. 


On August 15, 1941 M. B. Nichols, who had repre. 
sented the Association in the Pacific Coast and Inter- 
mountain country since January 1, 1937, resigned to be- 
come assistant to the Superintendent of Advanced Reg- 
istry at the Brattleboro office. The Extension Service 
Committee felt very fortunate in being able to employ 
Ivan H. Loughary, Extension Dairyman, Idaho College 
of Agriculture, to assume the duties of Western Fielq- 
man. Mr. Loughary is a graduate of Oregon State Col- 
lege and has a very splendid experience fitting him par- 
ticularly for field service. 


The other members of the field force include E, M. 
Clark, Wheaton, Illinois; A. N. Crissey, Springfield, 
Massachusetts and Robert Geiger, Minneapolis, Minne. 
sota. Several of the state Holstein associations have 
paid secretaries who have cooperated in the Extension 
Service program and these include—W. D. Brown, 
Ithaca, New York; I. D. Hadley, Wooster, Ohio; Clarence 
Lyons, Strasburg, Pennsylvania; W. J. Reynolds, Madi- 
son, Wisconsin; Oscar Wesson, Lafayette, Indiana, who 
served through the year as part-time Fieldman for the 
Indiana Holstein Breeders’ Association and E. M. Wright, 
Waterloo, Iowa. Arland R. Meade was in charge of 
Publicity and Miss Laura Krey was in charge of the 
Extension Service office. 


Publicity Work During 1941 


(As Summarized by Arland R. Meade, In Charge of 
Publicity) 

During the 1941 calendar year, 15,058 news releases, 
including feature stories, went sent by the Publicity De- 
partment of The Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. The total for the previous year was 12,782, making 
an increase of 2,276 releases for the 1941 year. This in- 
crease is actually not a significant point, being over- 
shadowed by the nature of the releases and related work 
done by the Publicity Department. At no time has qual- 
ity of work been sacrificed for quantity, and great caré 
has been taken in the selection of newspapers to Ie 
ceive the releases. Mechanically it would have been 
possible for many more releases to have been sent but 
the waste would have been much larger and the effect 
on the editors who receive releases which did not come 
up to their standards or were not appropriate to theif 
territorios would have reacted to the disadvantage of 
Holstein publicity work. 


A more significant difference is in the number of 
illustrative mats sent with the stories or including the 
story on the mat itself. As a matter of fact in several 
instances the entire news release was imprinted on the 
same mat with the picture. The 15,058 releases include 
both illustrated and non-illustrated ones. 

In 1941, 3,970 mats were mailed as compared to 90! 
the previous year. While the cost per unit release 18 
greater with mats than without, the Publicity Depart 
ment believes that the percentage getting into print 1s 
greater and that these pictures when printed attract 
more attention and do more good to the Holstein preed. 
There are large and as yet undeveloped possibilities for 
mat use where human interest stories are available, such 
as with 4-H Calf Club Champions. 


During the entire year a staff of three persons has 
been employed full time in preparing and mailing Te 
leases and the material available is so great that another 
stenographer could be employed advantageously. Grad- 
ually, more and more emphasis has been placed on Tt 
leases concerning lifetime production accomplishments, 
herd classification and progressive breeder awards. 


A clipping service was maintained for about three 
months in 1941, during which time 1,000 clippings weré 
received. These were all concerned with Holstein acti¥- 
ities although not exclusively with releases from this 
office. It was found that approximately one-half the 
clippings secured by the agency were of releases free 
this association while the others originated from variou 
local sources throughout the nation. 
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The Association monthly News Letter which repre- 
sents both the Extension Service and the Secretary’s 
office has also been put to use in publicity work. It has 
peen prepared to provide articles and news stories suit- 
able for widespread reprinting as well as for dissemi- 
nation of certain material to Holstein breeders and 
officials. During 1941, the circulation has been increased 
and adjusted to increase its effectiveness. 


Allotment of Extension Funds to State Associations 
Breeders within six state Holstein organizations 
elected to accept a definite allotment of Extension funds 
to carry on the Extension activities most desired by the 
preeders in these states. For the most part these state 
associations have adopted largely the program recom- 
mended by the National Association and have employed 
a full-time or part-time secretary.

During 1941 the Extension Service through adver- 
tisements in the MHolstein-Friesian World, visits to 
breeders by fieldmen and through demonstrations at fairs 
and presentations of the subject of roadside signs, at- 
tempted to rivet the attention of our larger breeders on 
the value of advertising to the traveling public the fact 
that purebred cattle were bred on their farms. Breeders 
from 25 states ordered 147 signs during the year. Penn- 
sylvania leading with 23. 


Advertising to Locate Prospective Breeders 


A very conservative program of advertising the 
breed through medium of paid advertisements in agri- 
cultural and dairy journals throughout the United States 
was carried on in 28 publications. 


Due to the limited funds available for this type of 
Promotion the coverage was “spotty” and the appeal 
limited by the small space which could be taken in each 
publication. 


Information and Service 
That there existed a tremendous interest in the 
Holstein-Friesian breed is indicated by the requests for 
information and service received as the result of adver- 
using, general publicity and fieldman contact amounting 
in all to 7,808 inquiries for literature on the breed, 
specific data or service.

One of the perplexing problems in connection with in- 
quiries received by the Extension Service from Latin 
American dairymen has to do with the securing of quo- 
tations from breeders of registered Holstein-Friesian 
cattle in response to specific requests for such quotations. 
Invariably the Latin American dairyman demands these 
quotations be f.o.b. his own station. In addition he re- 
quires photographs of the quoted animal and its im- 
mediate ancestry, extended pedigrees and much addi- 
tional data not ordinarily available from the average 
farmer-breeder. The Extension Service ran advertise- 
ments in the Holstein-Friesian World asking all breeders 
to submit their name provided they wished to quote on 
this South American business. In addition to this, the 
Extension Service Committee voted to name the Ameri- 
can Livestock and Export Company, Inc., Chicago, IIli- 
nois and the New York representatives of the York Safe 
& Lock Company as responsible agents prepared to sub- 
mit quotations on f.o.b. South American port basis as 
representatives of the breeders not prepared to carry 
on export business unassisted. As the year closes, the 
entry of the United States into the world conflict sets up 
traffic barriers which may well be expected to suspend 
and large scale shipment of livestock from the United 
States to Central and South America for the duration 
of the war. It is the opinion of the Extension Service 
Committee that an intensive campaign to popularize the 
Holstein breed in these countries should be carried on 
even though there be no immediate possibility of fruition. 

A visit to these countries by our president, A. C. Oos- 
terhuis, has been authorized by the Board of Directors. 
In addition to his effort to assist in setting up a registry 
association for Holsteins in these countries, he will act 
as good will ambassador for the Holstein-Friesian breed 
in all the important agricultural countries of Central 
America. 


Report of 1941 Holstein-Friesian Judges’ Conferences, 


Three regional conferences were held during the 
summer—one in the West, one in the East, and a third 
in the central section of the country—and were attended 
by leading Holstein judges and nationa] and state exten- 
sion representatives. These conferences were sponsored 
by the National Association with several definite objec- 
tives in view: 

1. Closer agreement among our leading judges in the 
application of the official Scale of Points for the 
breed and greater uniformity in show ring standards 
throughcut the country. 

2. Consideration of the official Scale of Points for the 
breed with recommendations for improvement and 
simplification. 
The evaluation of defects and blemishes encounter- 
ed in show ring judging. 
Because of the limited appropriation available for 
the expenses of these conferences it was necessary to 
limit the attendance rather closely, but an effort was 
made to bring together some of the leading recognized 
judges of the breed in these regional conferences, and 
only a few of the judges invited to attend failed to do 
so and they were absent because of conflicting engage- 
ments. 

The Western Conference, which was the first and in- 
cluded the smallest group, was held May 22, 23 and 24. 
The Eastern Division met at Kingston, New York, June 
16, 17 end 18. The third and final conference of the 
series was held at St. Charles, Illinois, July 9, 10 and 
11, with W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Minnesota, acting as 
Chairman. 

Note: From this effort, along with similar work by 
other breeds, came the uniform Dairy Cow Score Card, 
recently approved and distributed.

Exhibition Rates to Be Maintained 


E are glad to be able to report that the Eastern 
W raitroaas have agreed to withdraw their proposal 

to discontinue special freight rates on exhibits at 
fairs. 

The railroad group in this territory granted a public 
hearing on this question, which was held at Buffalo, 
N. Y., June 9. The International Association of Fairs 
and Expositions, through its secretary, F. H. Kingman, 
took the leadership in opposing the railroad proposal 
which was to do away with the pleasant ‘‘free return” 
privilege, which has the effect of half rates on fair ex- 
hibits. The breed associations also took an active part 
in the hearing, opposing the change. Representing the 
Holstein-Friesian Association were D. W. McLaury and 
M. S. Prescott. The American Guernsey Cattle Club and 
the Brown Swiss Association also had representatives 
present and a letter was filed by the American Jersey 
Cattle Club. Several of the beef and horse breed asso- 
ciations and the National Association of Record Societies, 
as well as a number of the state fairs were likewise per- 
sonally represented. All praised the railroads for the 
job they are doing in the present emergency, and also 
the assistance they have rendered to livestock improve- 
ment through this rate policy in past years, and urged 
its continuance as a wise provision for the future. It 
was pointed out that the question would be largely aca- 
demic this year, on account of the cancellation of 9 
many of the fairs, but that this time of emergency Was 
not a proper time to decide questions for the permanent 
future. All of the groups appearing were unanimous it 
agreeing that exhibitors desired no action and no special 
services that would in any way conflict with the maia 
job the railroads have to do at this time. 

The case was ably presented, the rail group was most 
courteous in its acceptance of it, and the favorable ac 
tion since announced will be pleasing to all breeders of 
purebred livestock.

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Report of Publicity Work for 1941 


URING the 1941 calendar year, 
D 15,058 news releases, including 

feature stories, were sent by the 
Publicity Dept. of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 
The total for the previous year was 
12,782, making an increase of 2,276 
releases for the 1941 year. This in- 
crease is actually not a significant 
point, being overshadowed by the 
nature of the releases and related 
work done by the Publicity Depart- 
ment. At no time has quality of 
work been sacrificed for quantity, 
and great care has been taken in the 
selection of newspapers to receive 
the releases. Mechanically it would 
have been possible for many more 
releases to have been sent but the 
waste would have been much larger 
and the effect on the editors who re- 
ceive releases which did not come 
up to their standards or were not 
appropriate to their’ territories 
would have reacted to the disadvan- 
tage of Holstein publicity work. 

A more significant difference is in 
the number of illustrative mats sent 
with the stories or including the 
story on the mat itself. As a matter 
of fact, in several instances the en- 
tire news release was imprinted on 
the same mat with the picture. The 
15,058 releases include both illus- 
trated and non-illustrated ones. 

In 1941, 3,970 mats were mailed 
as compared to 900 the previous 
year. While the cost per unit release 
is greater with mats than without, 
the Publicity Department believes 
that the percentage getting into 
print is greater and that these pic- 
tures when printed attract more at- 
tention and do more good to the Hol- 
stein breed. There are large and as 
yet undeveloped possibilities for 
mat use where human interest 
stories are available, such as with 
4-H Calf Club Champions. 

Some use has been made of the 
new camera equipment bought for 
publicity use and pictures so taken 
have appeared in various farm 
papers and the HOLSTEIN-FRIES- 
IAN WORLD, and in three instances 
newspaper mats were prepared from 
pictures taken with the Association 
camera. More often the pictures for 
mat preparation are obtained from 
other sources as it is not possible 
for one from the National office to 
cover sufficient territory to person- 
ally take these pictures. 


During the entire year a staff of 
three persons has been employed 
full time in preparing and mailing 
releases and the material available 
is so great that another stenogra- 
pher could be employed advanta- 
geously. Gradually, more and more 
emphasis has been placed on re- 
leases concerning lifetime produc- 
tion accomplishments, herd classifi- 
cations and _ progressive breeder 
awards. 


Considerable thought and effort 
have been put into the advertising 
program and an attempt made to 
write advertisements specifically to

fit each paper and occasion rather 
than to use stereotyped ads for all 
papers, as would be necessary in 
case no one had the time for per- 
sonal consideration of each case. Co- 
operation of two advertising agen- 
cies, W. L. Wright Co. of Rochester, 
New York and Hays Advertising 
Agency, Burlington, Vermont, has 
been solicited and continued cooper- 
ation with one or both agencies is 
earnestly recommended. Probably 
one of these should be selected to 
assist in all advertising work as it 
relieves the Publicity or Extension 
staffs from much detailed work and 
costs no more, aS we pay the same 
space rate to publications whether 
or not the ads are placed through 
an agency. Special art work and en- 
graving are, of course, extra costs 
but that would be true whether 
a regular agency did the work or we 
placed such orders individually. 


Correspondence has been’ very 
heavy in 1941 and is likely to con- 
tinue that way as more and more 
breeders get acquainted with the 
work and send information or ask 
questions. An effort has been made 
to encourage breeders in their own 
promotional work by such means as 
the use of individualized contact 
print postcards, which are being pre- 
pared with any picture or text de- 
sired through the services of the 
Publicity Department. In this way, 
breeders may get small orders of 
cards with pictures of their own 
choice on them at wholesale prices. 

A clipping service was maintained 
for about three months in 1941, dur- 
ing which time 1,000 clippings were 
received. These were all concerned 
with Holstein activities although not 
exclusively with releases from this 
office. It was found that approxi- 
mately one-half the clippings se- 
cured by the agency were of re- 
leases from this Association while 
the others originated from various 
local sources throughout the nation. 
Money was not available to extend 
the service long enough to get a 
complete picture of the Holstein pub- 
licity in the nation but it is probable 
that the present work at Brattleboro 
doubles the total mention of Hol- 
steins in our newspapers and also 
serves to give direction to the type 
of news items and emphasis on those 
features which we want most em- 
phasized. 


The Association monthly News 
Letter which represents both the 
Extension Service and the Secre- 
tary’s office has also been put to use 
in publicity work. It has been pre- 
pared to provide articles and news 
stories suitable for widespread re- 
printing as well as for dissemination 
of certain material to Holstein 
breeders and officials. During 1941, 
the circulation has been increased 
and adjusted to increase its effect- 
iveness. 


Among recommendations for acti- 
vities to aid in efficient publicity 
would be: 


(1) the adoption of a 


clipping service of sufficient dura- 
tion to give an accurate picture of 
the results of the work so that aq- 
justments can be made if necessary; 
(2) the greater use of mats and 
pictures in cooperation with news. 
paper syndicates in the distribution 
of mats wherever possible, even at 
a fee. It is probable that, in many 
cases, such service could be used 
to relieve the staff at Brattleboro 
for other work and that it would 
sometimes be desirable for some Hol- 
stein stories to be circulated from a 
source other than this office; (3) the 
elimination of courtesy lines from 
our mats. Elimination of the for. 
merly used courtesy lines tends to 
remove the stigma of forced public- 
ity and is to be recommended, as 
too-obvious publicity tends to an- 
tagonize newspaper editors. If a 
Holstein story and picture appear 
in the paper, the desired end is ac- 
complished whether or not the pic- 
ture is identified with this Associa- 
tion. For this same reason, pictures 
released through newspaper syndi- 
cates under their own designations 
have more news value because they 
create in the readers a feeling that 
these items must be especially im- 
portant or they would not be so 
distributed.

sIX BREEDERS AWARDED P.B.R. 

Six breeders in five different states 
have recently been admitted to the 
select Progressive Breeders’ Regis- 
try. Qualification rules include the 
following provisions: must be breed- 
er of not less than 75 per cent of the 
herd; all animals over one year of 
age must be registered; all cows 
must be tested in either A. R. or HIR 
and with a high production average; 
the herd must have a classification 
rating of 80 points or higher; it 
must be free of T. B. and Bangs; the 
breeder must belong to both his state 
and national Holstein associations. 

In Wisconsin, the award was made 
to Harold W. Draeger, Fort Atkin- 
son, on his herd of 27 head, 16 of 
which have freshened. Twelve of 
the 16 are homebred. The produc- 
tion of the 14 cows completing the 
latt Herd Test year averaged 419.6 
lbs of fat on two-time milking. 


D. W. Huenink, Cedar Grove, 
Wis., was also enrolled in P.B.R. His 
herd numbers 20 head, with 13 in 
milk, all home-bred. The 12-cow 
HIR average last completed was 
416.3 lbs fat on two-time milking. 

Clyde Hill Farm, Clyde, Mo., is the 
first breeder in that state to receive 
the award. The herd numbers 67 
head with 45 in milk, all home-bred.

interest young people in writing an essay on the subject, 
‘‘Why Dad Should Keep Purebreds and Why He Should 
Keep Holstein-Friesians.’”’ Twelve leading agricultural 
journals of the United States sponsored the contest and 
presented as a grand prize a registered Holstein-Friesian 
bull calf meeting high requirements and donated by a 
breeder within the territory covered by the cooperating 
farm paper. The Extension Service was successful in 
securing the cooperation of twelve breeders, each of 
which donated a bull calf meeting the requirements set 
up by the Purebred Dairy Cattle Association. 1,604 
special packets of Holstein literature were mailed out to 
young people between the ages of 13 and 20, inclusive, 
wishing information on the Holstein-Friesian breed be- 
fore writing their essay. Fieldmen carried out contacts 
in each of the twelve areas, arranging for photographs, 
news items and the presentation of the calves to the 
winners. It is gratifying to report that as a result of this 
activity more essays:on the subject, ‘‘Why Dad Should 
Keep Purebreds and Why He Should Keep Holstein- 
Friesians’’ were received than were written by the sup- 
porters of any other dairy breed participating in the 
contest. 916 Holstein entries were submitted. 


Bull Bargain Issue of the “Holstein-Friesian World”’ 


Cooperating with the Holstein-Friesian World, the 
Extension Service carried advertising in 17 farm journals 
having a combined circulation of 9,809,840 and 100 
country weeklies to originate inquiries from dairymen 
having an interest in the purchase of a registered Hol- 
stein-Friesian bull. State and county Holstein breeders’ 
organizations submitted 6,795 names of dairymen known 
to be using other than a purebred bull. These were all 
supplied with the special Bull Bargain Issue set forth 
strong arguments in behalf of the registered sire and car- 
ried advertisements offering well in excess of 500 pros- 
pective herd sires. 


All-American Holstein-Friesian Judging Contest 


For the second year, the Extension Service cooperated 
with the Holstein-Friesian World in conducting a student 
judging contest based on the All-American selections 
pictured in the Holstein-Friesian World. The contest 
is divided into a classification for vocational agriculture 
students and another for college judging teams. Each 
group consists of four students selected by the instruc- 
tor to represent their school in the contest. Only team 
entries are accepted but both a team and an individual 
winner is selected in each classification. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America award- 
ed an attractive plaque to the first prize winner in each 
group. Competing in the 1941 contest were 256 high 
school teams and 25 college teams representing 25 States. 
The winning college team was the Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute, Blacksburg and the winning high school team 
was Galesville High School, Galesville, Wis, George 
Makimoto, California Polytechnic School, San Luis 
Obispo was individual high scorer among ail college 
students entering the contest and Earl Ravnum, Gales- 
ville High School, Galesville, Wisconsin topped all vo- 
cational agricultural high school students. 


Exhibits at Fairs and Expositions 


Cooperated with the Purebred Dairy Cattle Associa- 
tion in planning, erecting and financing a consolidated 
purebred dairy cattle exhibit at Eastern States Exposi- 
tion and at the National Dairy Show, Memphis, Tennes- 
see. At the Eastern States Exposition, the essay bull 
calves of each breed wero featured and the story built 
up on the value of these purebred sires. 


At Memphis, Tennessee, National Dairy Show, 
through the cooperation of H. F. duPont, six great pro- 
ducing matrons from Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, 
Delaware represented the breed in a repetition of the 
Court of Dairy Queens. For size, capacity, production 
and breed type, little was left to desire in a representa- 
tion of the best developed in Holsteins on this side of 
the water. Four cows from this exhibit won the ‘get of 
sire” class, in open competition. 


In addition to these consolidated exhibits, the Exten- 
sion Service arranged exhibits at the Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress, Vermont State Fair at Rutland, Kansas Silver 
Jubilee Holstein celebration, Texas Dairy Products’ Asso- 
ciation Show, Dallas, Maryland State Fair, Virginia State 
Fair, Nebraska State Fair, Oklahoma State Fair, Minne- 
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sota State Fair, Purebred Dairy Cattle Exhibit at the 
Colorado State Fair, Wisconsin State Fair and the South 
Dakota State Fair. 


The Purebred Dairy Cattle Association’s consolidated 
exhibits, where all dairy breed promotion is centered 
around the selling of a purebred idea, are much to pe 
preferred over the old highly competitive breed exhibits. 
It is hoped that with the re-establishment of our fairs 
and expositions at the close of the war, a 100 per cent 
agreement can be worked out whereby competitive breeq 
association exhibits will give way to the cooperative 
efforts in selling ‘“‘purebreds.”’ If the purebred idea gains 
wide acceptance, each breed will most certainly reap its 
just share of the increased business brought about py 
conversion of the ordinary dairyman to the purebred 
faith. 


Milk Marketing Activities 


During 1940 the Board of Directors authorized a com- 
plete rewriting of the Association’s milk literature and 
the promotion of a milk sales campaign through the use 
of the registered trade-mark, ‘Holstein Holsom Milk” 
supported by a merchandising plan to be originated by 
Davis-Greene Corporation, Waukesha, Wisconsin. This 
material became available only after a six-months’ delay 
which was very devastating to the interest manifested by 
producer-distributors of Holstein milk eligible to use the 
service. Efforts of the fieldmen to sell this literature in 
advance of its actual publication met with cool response 
from the breeders. The small number of producer-dis- 
tributors who availed themselves of this service has been 
exceedingly disappointing to the Extension Service Com- 
mittee. The apparent coolness of the breeders to this 
Association’s offer of assistance, on a cost basis, leaves 
the Committee much in doubt as to the advisability of a 
furthur effort on the part of the Association to assist di- 
rectly in the retail marketing of a trade-marked breed 
milk. 


In addition to a complete re-writing of all association 
Holstein milk literature and the working out of a com- 
plete and detailed merchandising plan, the Extension Ser- 
vice participated in the following activities aimed at pre- 
venting discrimination against the milk of the Holstein- 
Friesian cow in any market. 


1—Offered testimony and assisted in preparing case tried 
before the Hearing Master representing the New York 
Comniissioner of Agriculture on the petition filed by 
the New York Guernsey Breeders, Inc., demanding 
that a special breed milk differential of approximately 
68 cents per hundredweight be granted on all Guern- 
sey milk marketed by members of that association. 
Upheld the contention that Guernsey milk is no differ- 
ent than any other milk and is justly paid for through 
the differential per point of butterfat above the es- 
tablished buying standard. Further supported the 
point that premiums on special breed milk should be 
collected from the consumer rather than from the 
equalization pool set up by State and Federal Milk 
Marketing Orders. The Commissioner of Agriculture 
denied the special breed milk differential and the case 
has now been appealed to the courts. 


2—Supplied information on standardization of milk and 
submitted a proposed bill to parties interested in les- 
alization of standardization in the State of Maryland. 

3—Worked with Fieldman E. M. Clark and prominent 
breeders of registered Holstein-Friesian cattle in the 
Chicago area to combat a proposed change in the buy- 
ing standard on which Chicago’s milk supply is now 
purchased under provisions of a Federal Order. Ar 
ranged for a strong local committee, all shippers 12 
the Chicago market, and breeders in good standing, 0 
attend the Federal hearing. No change in the buy- 
ing standard discriminatory to Holstein milk was 
adopted. 

4—-Prepared a brief and filed same with the Hearing Mas- 
ter representing the Secretary of Agriculture in 4 
case where dealers had requested that the buyiné 
standard for milk purcHased in the City of Dubuaue. 
Iowa be set at 3.8% fat rather than 3.5% fat. As any 
buying standard set in excess of 3.5% fat is discri™- 
inatory against Holstein milk, the Extension Service 
felt that an upward trend in test should be combated 
The Federal Order finally set 3.5% fat as the buyins 
standard. 

5—Consulted with Los Angeles, California Milk Control 
officials opposing proposed ordinance which woul

She also pur- 
chased two daughters of Carnation 
Ambassador from Barr & Son of 
Ohio and from this Carnation-bred 
foundation the present herd of 70 
head of registered Holsteins is en- 
tirely descended. 

The bull that came from Carna- 
tion with this original foundation is 
Carnation Imperial Peerless, now 
just turned five years old. He is a 
son of the three times All-American, 
Carnation Governor Imperial and is 
from a Carnation Peerless daughter 
that has recently finished a Class B 
record of 776 lbs fat, the second dam 
en 8&28-lb Matador Segis Ormsbv 
daughter from a 787-lb Hazelwood 
cow. He is now senior sire in the 
herd where he has 28 daughters 
ranging in age from baby calves to 
milking age, the oldest a three-year- 
old. 

The junior’ sire, Walker Daisy 
Bonheur Ferdinand, came to the 
farm in dam. she one of the Gover- 
nor of Carnation daughters’ that 
made at Walkerfields a senior 3- 
year-old Class B record of 635 lbs 
fat with 4.2% test. The next dam 
is a 992-lb daughter of Queen De 
Kol Bonheur Pontiac, famed 1,016- 
lb fat producer.

The Walkerfields herd has been 
entirely free from tuberculosis ang 
Bang’s Disease for more than three 
years and is both accredited and cer. 
tified. The herd has just completed 
its third year of HIR in straight 
Class B with herd averages up to 
521 lbs fat with 3.8% test and most 
of the older cows have Herd Test 
records from 500 to close to 700 lbs 
fat. 

Now that wartime conditions pre. 
vent Mrs. Willebrandt from giving 
her farm and Holstein herd the per. 
sonal attention that it should have, 
she has decided to dispense the herd 
and ‘has claimed the date of July 22 
for her dispersal, which will be 
under the management of R. Austin 
Backus. 

FANYAN DISPERSAL 

Founded some 33 years ago by 
the late C. C. Bennett, the Fanyan 
herd at Homer, N. Y. has long been 
recognized as one of the real qual- 
ity herds of the East and about as 
close an approach to a 4% Holstein 
hrd as there is in New York State. 

For a number of years the herd 
was built quite strongly on the blood 
of Springbank Snow Countess, 
world champion lifetimer producer 
over all breeds. About nine years 
ago a Springbank bull, re-named 
Fanyan King of the Snows, was ir- 
stalled as herd sire, he sired by 
Springbank Aristocrat, ‘‘Countess’ 
greatest proven son, and out of the 
Springbank Aristocrat, ‘‘Countess” 
This bull sired some 25 AR daugp- 
ters, of which a substantial num- 
ber made better than 500 lbs fat in 
heifer form on 2X milking and a 
good proportion of them 4% test- 
ers. He was followed by Springbank 
Rag Apple Expectation, sired by 
Countess’ great $5,000 son and from 
a dam with 685 lbs fat at 2 yrs., 
and he too proved to be a sire of 
good production with high test. 

Then came two bulls from Corn- 
ell University, both sons of Cornell 
Pride, proven son of the All-Ameri- 
can Cornell Ollie Pride (1079 Ibs 
fat). The first of these, Cornell 
Blend, was out of Pride’s All-Amer- 
ican sister, Cornell Ollie Catherine 
(1,152 lbs fat) and the other, Cor- 
nell Pride 28th, out of a 4.3% 
daughter of Winterthur Bess Orms- 
by. More than half the present herd 
are daughters of these two sires. 

The present herd sire is Winter- 
thur Ormsby Boast, a sixteen months 
old son of Posch Ormsby Fobes 14th 
from a Posch daughter with 815 lbs 
fat, 3.7% on 2X, the next dam 4 
Boast daughter with 946 lbs fat, 
3.9% at 4 yrs. 

The Fanyan herd has long been 
making a distinguished record in 
DHIA work and for several years 
has been one of the state’s leading 
herds in AR work on mostly 2X 
milking, at least three times break- 
ing New York State Records The 
herd is T. B. accredited and entirely 
blood tested with about half the 
herd negative through calf vaccina- 
tion. 

The death of the owner last wit- 
ter resulting from injuries suffered 
in an attack by a bull makes neces- 
sary the complete dispersal of the 
Fanyan herd, which will be 4dis- 
persed on July 9 at the farm, under 
the management of R. Austin 
Backus.

discriminate against Holstein milk in that market. 

6—Oleomargarine Protest. Joined H. W. Norton, Jr. and 
all other forces combating the standard definition for 
oleomargarine adopted by the Federal Security Ad- 
ministrator. Through personal contact and corres- 
pondence brought out the dangers involved in wide 
acceptance of this standard of identification to the 
welfare of the butter industry. The entire Associa- 
tion’s opposition to oleomargarine was based upon the 
fact that it is advertised, promoted and openly sold 
in imitation of butter. 

7—Checked all proposals brought up for hearings by Fed- 
eral Milk Marketing officials as amendments to exist- 
ing Orders governing the marketing of milk through- 
out Central and Eastern United States. Called atten- 
tion of prominent breeders affected by such Orders 
when proposal was submitted which would discrimin- 
ate against a moderate fat content milk. Arranged 
for producers of Holstein milk to represent the inter- 
est of all such dairymen in the controlled area. 


MISNER RESOLUTION ADMINISTRATION 


Under provisions of the Misner Resolution, which was 
adopted by the delegate convention in 1939, breeders who 
are members of the National Association to be eligible 
for a 50-cent per transfer discount, must be members in 
good standing, of their own state or regional Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Club. Under such rules set up by the 
Board of Directors, the Extension Service is required to 
receive from each state or regional association, so quali- 
fying its members for discount, a complete report of acti- 
vities of the association in carrying out a previously ap- 
proved work program in behalf of the breed. 

During 1941, reports were received from 30 state and 
8 regional associations covering the activities of 1940. 
The programs of work ranged from those promoted in 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Iowa where full 
or part-time paid fieldmen were maintained to carry on 4 
very active field and office contact with breeders, down to 
a program based almost entirely upon correspondence 
with breeders from the office of an unpaid secretary, 
many times handicapped by lack of funds, even to pro- 
vide postage and paper to contact breeders occasionally 
throughout the year. While such a program technically 
complies with the provisions of the Misner Resolution, 
some field activities which bring breeders together in 
groups is highly desirable. The organized state and re- 
gional associations were as follows:

Type Improvement 


Perhaps no year in Holstein history saw more cop. 
certed efforts devoted to improving the type of our breeg. 
Cooperating with Secretary Norton, the Extension fore 
assisted in originating 102 herds for Official Classificg. 
ton representing 22 states. 2671 registered Holstejp- 
Friesian cattle had a type designation assigned them by 
one of the Association’s Official Inspectors during the 
period covered by this report. This is the greatest num- 
ber of animals inspected and officially classified since the 
system was made available to breeders in 1929. 

Official Classification and Herd Improvement Registry 
applied continuously to a breeding herd of registered 
Holstein-Friesian cattle offers the most practical method 
of increasing life-time production of cows bred in the 
herd. Greater total lifetime production per cow should 
be the goal toward which all breeders strive. 

To further rivet the attention of breeders to the im- 
portance of type in relation to herd improvement, 77 
Black and White shows were organized in states under 
the supervision of the national fieldmen. Effort was made 
to reduce competition in the Black and White Shows to a 
minimum and to increase explanatory demonstrational 
judging aimed at acquainting the breeder with present- 
day knowledge of relationship between body conforma- 
tion in dairy cows and longevity, dairy temperament and 
quality. 

In addition to these direct contacts with breeders on 
matters pertaining to type improvement, the fieldmen 
were influential in bringing together at the Dairy Cattle 
Congress, Waterloo, Iowa, in the fall of 1941, an aged 
cow class recognized by all who witnessed the judging as 
made up of more cows approaching the True Type model 
than have ever been exhibited in one show ring during 
the entire history of Holstein breed development in the 
United States. 

Type improvement efforts are bearing fruit. 


4-H Club Contacts 


Even though many of the state and regional associa- 
tions of Holstein breeders have responded to the sugges- 
tion made by the Board of Directors in connection with 
the Misner Resolution work program that ‘‘each state or 
regional club appoint a well-qualified committee to cvop- 
erate with every agency dealing with the Future Farmer 
and 4-H Club activities’? much more intensive cooperation 
must be set up between Holstein breeders and the youth 
movements if the breed is to capitalize on opportunities 
offered through such contacts. 

Each year it becomes more difficult to locate calves of 
proper type and production backing to be used in club 
brought about by the heifer calf sales conducted under 
project work. A partial solution to this problem has been 
the auspices of the Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association, 
the Nebraska State Holstein-Friesian Association, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Colorado in cooperation with 
the Brighton Calf Sale, and the Michigan Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association, where especially selected calves are 
offered as a part of their consignment to the state sale. 
This type of project could well afford to be set up by 
every state, regional and even county association of 
breeders. Nothing is more important in the dissemina- 
tion of the breed than to furnish Future Farmers and 
prospective breeders with carefully selected foundation 
animals. 

During 1941, the Extension Service again awarded 
ribbons to the winners in 4-H Club and Future Farmer 
shows throughout the nation. 4-H Club Holstein champ- 
ion girls and boys were designated in 14 states upon the 
basis of records submitted from such state by State Club 
Leader. From this group of state champions Joyce Lee 
Remsberg, Middletown, Maryland, was chosen national 
4-H Holstein girl champion and Irving Newhouse, Mab- 
ton, Washington, national 4-H Holstein boy champion. 
Publicity releases in connection with these awards are 
eagerly picked up by the press.

At all times, it has been the aim of the Director of 
Extension to solicit from active breeders their views as 
to how the two great aims of a purebred registry asso- 
ciation can be carried out with greatest effect— 
First—How can the type and production of our breed 

be most rapidly improved? 

Second—How can a greater acceptance of the purebred 
registered dairy cow by dairymen now working with 
less efficient cattle be brought about? 

We believe, with Past Master L. J. Tabor of the 
National Grange, that ‘“‘cooperation will help bring 
victory because it promotes teamwork and_ under- 
standing.’’ 

“Cooperation means more than justice to the farm- 
er—it means justice to labor, to capital and above all, 
to the consuming public.” 

The hope for the future of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed in this country lies in the willingness of breeders 
to put into practice a breed improvement program which 
employs present-day knowledge of genetics in the im- 
provement of producing ability and perfection of type. 
Breeders embarked upon such a program and welded 
together in a working association will lead the way to a 
greater acceptance of the Holstein-Friesian cow by the 
ordinary dairyman. 

In Conclusion 

The Director of Extension would not wish to close 
this report without acknowledging the splendid support 
given to the Extension Service program by Secretary 
H. W. Norton, Jr., the Officers and Directors and loyal 
Fieldmen of our Association and the innumerable friends 
of the Holstein-Friesian cow who have given so freely 
of their time and talent in formulating and carrying 
through the program of work.

Morningside Hospital 

Here in the outskirts of Portland is an interesting 
herd and an interesting institution. The hospital is 
maintained by Mr. Wayne Coe, under contract with the 
U. S. Government to provide service for mental cases 
for Alaska. There are about 350 patients, including 
many Indians and Eskimos, and the Holstein herd is 
maintained to supply milk for their use and the staff of 
about 50 doctors, nurses, etc. 

The herd, which is under the expert management of 
John Roetcisoender, is the top herd of our breed in Herd 
Test. Three consecutive herd averages have all been 
above 600 lbs as follows: 


1939 9 cows ave. 18481 lbs milk, 651.8 lbs fat 
1940 9 cows ave. 19997 lbs milk, 683.0 lbs fat 
1941 8 cows avg. 18651 lbs milk, 645.3 lbs fat 


All records were made on 3X milking. 

For the current test year the herd is running stronger 
than ever, and an average above 700 lbs fat is definitely 
in prospect.

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in conjunction with the herd test, and records up to over 
1,000 lbs fat have been completed, with several others 
in the 800 and 900-lb brackets. One of the favorite cows 
in the herd is Agatha Lyons Tidy, with a Class B rec- 
ord of 1,012.3 lbs fat, 30,642.5 lbs milk, Honor List 
leader for the past year. Her sister, Colantha Tidy Ma- 
tador, made 30,634.9 lbs milk, 949.2 lbs fat. A son of 
the Agatha cow is retained for service, a very choice in- 
dividual. 

In feeding the herd, no silage is fed. They use beet 
pulp in summer and mangels in winter, and the concen- 
trate is a 21% commercial dairy feed with added min- 
erals. They maintain a ranch in Eastern Oregon where 
their hay is mostly grown, and this selected alfalfa is 
chopped before feeding. This year they are going to put 
up for hay some mixed ladino and red clover. They put 
down a 10-acre field for pasture, but the growth is so 
rank that the 22 head at pasture could keep only 5 acres 
of it under control, so the other 5 acres will be cut for 
hay. They have a portable irrigation system, but had 
not needed to use it this year up to the time of my visit 
in late May. 

Some We Missed 


Being particularly anxious to get down to San 
Francisco for a week-end with the new grandson and his 
parents, I was forced to cut my stay short around Port- 
land. Would have especially liked to get out to see my 
friends, the Lindows of Portland, as their Lone Fir Hol- 
steins have been cutting quite a figure at the western 
shows in recent years. Walter was a delegate to the 
convention and I did have a good chance for a visit with 
him there. I would also have liked to see the “back- 
slidden’”’ Lindow brother, John, who married the daugh- 
ter of a leading Jersey breeder and has been making 
history with that breed. Their 690-lb herd average on 
6.83 cows was recently announced as a championship 
herd average over all breeds. The Jerseys figure their 
herd averages on the cow-year basis, which permits con- 
siderable juggling of fresh cows to replace those at the 
tag end of their lactation, and we would be interested 
to know just how many cows actually contributed to 
this Jersey record breaking herd average. -.Our breed 
abandoned that method of figuring herd averages after 
the first year or so, because it did lend itself so nicely to 
manipulation. We hope the Jersey breed may decide to 
adopt the standard herd-test method in this connection, 


as recommended by the Purebred Dairy Cattle Associa- 
tion.

“FREE FARMERS OF WISCONSIN” 
FORMED 


Herbert W. Voorhees, President of 
Free Farmers, Inc., today announced 
the formation of an additional unit 
of his organization. 

Mr. Voorhees said that the new 
unit, ‘““Free Farmers of Wisconsin” 
had been formed as a cooperative at 
a meeting held in Mauston, Wiscon- 
sin on June 11th. 

The Wisconsin organization is com- 
posed of representatives of National 
Farm Organizations, scores of coop- 
erative and farm leaders throughout 
the State, and has been formed to 
fight the efforts of John L. Lewis and 
the United Mine Workers to invade 
the agricultural and dairy groups of 
the State. 


“Organizers of the United Mine 
Workers in Wisconsin are making 
fabulous promises they cannot keep,” 
Mr. Voorhees said. “They are using 
the usual tactics, and the farmers 
of Wisconsin, like those of New York 
end New Jersey, want no part of 
them.”’ 


The meeting held at Mauston was 
a State wide farm meeting and they 
made immediate plans to proceed 
with organization details. Mr. Voor- 
hees addressed the meeting as head 
of the eastern organization formed to 
fight the Lewis invasion. 

A tentative committee was formed 
composed of Ray Lawton of the 
Farmers’ Equity Union, James Green, 
Secretary of the Wisconsin Farm 
Bureau Federation, Neal Peck, 
Master of the Wisconsin State 
Grange, Milo K. Swanton, Executive 
Secretary of the Wisconsin Council 
of Agriculture and W. E. Perdue, 
Manager of Pure Milk Products Com- 
pany.

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New York Milk Matters 


Higher wholesale milk prices will 
go into effect July 1 in the New 
York market, according to an an- 
nouncement from N. J. Cladakis, 
Market Administrator. The Class I 
price, starting July 1, and carrying 
through March 1943, will be $3.10 
for 3.5% milk at the 200-210 mile 
gone. This price is determined by 
a formula now in the Mark Order 
which bases the fluid price on the 
wholesale price of butter and the 
price of skimmilk powder since 
April 1. The new price reflects the 
increased value of all milk solids. 
The increase will amount to about 
one-half cent per quarter to the 
producer. Retail prices, of course, 
are under the price ceiling order so 
that the increase in effect must be 
absorbed by the dealers. We would 
anticipate a desire on their part to 
get away from too much premium 
putterfat in the milk purchased. 

The producer committee which is 
studying the problem of surplus 
milk, to meet the threat of the New 
York City Board of Health to re- 
duce the size of the milk shed, is re- 
ported as making good progress on 
this problem. Some optimism is now 
felt that a solution of this problem 
may be found that is satisfactory 
both to the dairy industry and New 
York City. The report of the com- 
mittee is expected to be reviewed 
early in August at a general meet- 
ing of the State Departments of Ag- 
riculture, State Milk Control

THE DAIRY SITUATION— 
JUNE 1942 

Present differentials in prices of 
the various dairy products are ex- 
pected to bring about a substantial 
curtailment of evaporated milk pro- 
duction and a diversion of milk to 
manufacturers of butter and dried 
skim or dried whole milk. For the 
first half of 1942 percentage changes 
from a year earlier in the produc- 
tion of manufactured dairy prod- 
ucts probably are about as follows: 
Creamery butter down 6%, evapor- 
ated milk and American cheese each 
up 30%, and dried skim milk for 
human consumption up 45%. In 
the last half of 1942 the percentage 
changes from a year earlier may be 
about as follows: Creamery butter 
up 5 to 10%, evaporated milk down 
perhaps 10 to 25%, and dried skim 
milk for human consumption up 50 
to 100%. Cheese production will 
depend largely on prospective lend- 
lease needs and the policy of the 
Department with respect to price 
differentials. 

The present guaranteed minimum 
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price for butter will cause both but- 
ter and butterfat prices to average 
higher in the last half of 1942 than 
in the corresponding months of 
1941. Prices of dried skim milk also 
are expected to average higher, so 
that the combined milk equivalent 
value of butter and dried skim milk 
probably will average near the milk 
equivalent value of evaporated milk. 
On the other hand, prices of evapor- 
ated milk may average lower than 
in the last half of 1941. Neverthe- 
less, the average price received by 
farmers for all milk sold in the 
next six months is expected to aver- 
age somewhat higher than last year. 

Total milk production on June 1 
was more than 3% larger than last 
year but production per cow was in- 
creased less than 1%. With more 
cows on farms and ample feed sup- 
plies on hand, total milk production 
during coming months is likely to 
continue somewhat larger than a 
year earlier. Since dairy product- 
feed price ratios are lower than last 
year, however, production per cow 
may be slightly smaller than in the 
last half of 1941.

considered that prcatically all the 
milking was on a twice-a-day sched- 
ule. A considerably larger number 
of cows were in the herd this past 
year, with exactly half the herd made 
up of first calf heifers. It is quite 
significant that the additions to the 
herd were made up of grand- 
daughters, double granddaughters 
aud great granddaughters of Lathrop 
Star Homestead, great proved sire 
who spent his last days in the 
Claridge herd. Pleasing also was the 
fact that the average test rose from 
about 3.55% in 1941 to 3.68%. Cur- 
rent monthly tests are showing 3.8% 
and better for the whole herd. 


While Mr. Eldridge in general] fol- 
lows a 2-time milking schedule, a few 
of the heaviest producers are milked 
three times daily during fiush pro- 
duction, for their own welfare. A 
recent notable example is a 2-year- 
old granddaughter of Lathrop Star 
Homestead. She is named Rolling 
Knoll Louise Homestead, and is sired 
by Sir Lucifer Posch, from a “Star” 
daughter. In her second month, when 
the DHIA tester was at the farm, 
she milked 61 lbs., with a test of 
4.8%. On retest the next day, she 
milked 65 lbs., with a 4.3% test. 
The average gives her a credit of 
89.2 lbs fat for the month. 


Mr. Eldridge reports the recent 
passing of his great brood cow, 
Rivermead Minerva, 4% daughter of 
King Bessie Ormsby Boast. Her 
daughter, Priscilla, is still the queen 
of the great herd at the Eller Farm, 
and two of her sons are in service. 
One of them, Commander, is now on 
loan to The Eller Farm. Mr. Eldridge 
and Mr. Eller own jointly two sons 
of Lathrop Star Homestead, as well 
as the famous ‘“‘Admiral DeVries” 
son of the World’s Champion, Pon- 
tiac Dutchland DeVries, with her two 
records above 1,000 lbs on 2X milk- 
ing.

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Maryland Annual Banquet 


The 15th Annual Spring Banquet 
of the Maryland Holstein-Friesian 
Association was held May 21 at 
Frederick, Md., the evening preced- 
ing the Frederick Sale, with an at- 
tendance of 140. After the dinner, 
featuring Maryland fried chicken, in 
the Francis Scott Key Hotel, Presi- 
dent J. Homer Remsberg called the 
meeting to order and introduced 
Henry R. Shoemaker, a toastmaster. 
The program included a report on 
Holstein activities for the year by 
Secy. Howard C. Barker, the treas- 
urer’s report by A. O. Sorflaten and 
a talk on National Association affairs 
by President Remsberg who is a Di- 
rector of the National Association. 

Dr. K. L. Turk of University of 
Maryland made the presentations of 
trophies to the leading herds of the 
year in HIR in the state in Classes 
C and B respectively. Winner in 
Class C was Anderson Farm, owned 
by C. H. Anderson, with an average 
on 23 head of 12,380 lbs milk, 449.4 
lbs fat, which is the highest average 
in the state in Class C in the eight 
years that these awards have been 
made. Winner in Class B was Essex 
Farms, owned by John M. Dennis 
Jr. with 51 head averaging 14,579 
lbs milk, 518.5 lbs fat, also the high- 
est in Maryland history. Another 
trophy was awarded to the high 
Holstein herd in DHIA for the year, 
this being again won by G. Edgar 
Roderick, Walkersville. This is the 
third year in succession that Mr. 
Roderick has won this trophy and his 
fifth win in the ten years that the 
Maryland Association has been mak- 
ing these awards. 


Following is briefly itemized some 
of the tangible accomplishments of 
the Maryland Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation for 1941, as reported by 
Secy. Barker: 


1. Six Bi-monthly meetings of the 
Board of Directors were held 
in Baltimore. Board members 
gave their time, and paid their 
own expenses to all meetings. 
Officers and Board of Directors 
receive no pay. 

2. Eleven (11) 
four (4) cards, 
class letters, a total of 8,089 
mail contacts were sent to 
Maryland Holstein’ Breeders 
and Members during 1941. 
Members get all News Letters 
and Cattle Industry Lists while 
Non-Members do not. 

3. Receipts for the 


News Letters, 
and 265 first 


year were, 
$1,338.40 and the disperse- 
ments $1,000.62, leaving a 


balance as of January 1, 1942 
of $317.85. This money was 
spent for promoting Maryland 
Holsteins. 

4. Two State Meetings were held: 
The Annual Meeting in Janu- 
ary at Baltimore and _ the 
Spring Meeting at Frederick. 
The Association paid all ex- 
penses including a portion of 
the price of the meal. 

5. A series of 7 District meetings 
were held with a total attend- 
ance of 200. 

6. We sponsored the organization 


of the Maryland Livestock So- 
ciety and were instrumental in 
securing many Holsteins for 
Export. 

7. 215 Maryland Farmers and 
Dairymen bought their first 
Purebred Holstein during 1941, 
a total of 278 head of Bulls 
and Females. 

8. Four District Field Days were 
held. 66 Exhibitors showed 
150 cattle and 610 people at- 
tended. There were 25 New 
Exhibitors. This was 60% 
more cattle, 31.5% more New 
Exhibitors, 79.9% more Old 
Exhibitors and 87.7% more at- 
tendance than for 1940. Rib- 
bons furnished at cost of about 
$60.00. Showing at Field Days 


improves our cattle and in- 
creases their value. 
9. Twenty-one (21) 4-H Club 


members showed 26 animals at 
Timonium. We paid $3.00 for 
all 4-H members winning no 
money and $50.00 for the 4-H 
group class. The Wimbledon 
Trophies were again given by 
Mr. H. O. Norris. 

10. Silver trophies for Class A and 
B Herd Test herds and for 
D.H.I.A. is awarded each year. 
The 1941 winners are as fol-

The Dennis herd was second 
high herd in America for herds 
of over 50 cows. Of the 164 
purebred dairy herds in 
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D.H.I.A., 27 of them are Hol- 
steins, 85 are Guernseys, 30 
are Jerseys, 16 are Ayrshires, 
two are Brown Swiss and one 
Milking Shorthorn. 

11. Had the best Holstein Booth to 
date at the 1941 Maryland 
State Fair in cooperation with 
the other three breeds. Cost 
$89.50. 

12. Sponsored the 10th Annual 
Fall Holstein Sale, which was 
perhaps our best to date. 59 
head sold for an average of 
170.64 which was a $54.00 
higher average than 1940. 
Only 18 head were sold in 1932 
at the first Bull Sale. 

13. We managed the Kentsdale 
Reduction Sale, selling 70 head 
of Holsteins and Jerseys for 
$9,550.00. The 37 Holsteins 
averaged $181.00. Both sales 
made a little money for the 
Association. 

14. In cooperation with Mr. Cris- 
sey, several breeders were 4s- 
sisted in bringing their regis- 
tration up to date, in addition 
to many other services. ren- 
dered. 


15. Membership Week was the 
week of March 10, 1941. We 
secured 32 New Members con- 
sisting of 27 New Adults and 5 
New Junior members. Total 
1941 Membership, 84 from 11 
counties, Baltimore City and 
three out-of-state. 

16. At the 1941 Timonium Fair, 20 
exhibitors showed a total of 96 
head of cattle, 37 (10 bulls, 27 
females) of which were owned 
by three out-of-state exhibtors. 
61.5% of the cattle were from 
Maryland which is the lowest 
since 1934. A _ total of $1,- 
504.00 prize money was offered 
in the open classes. Of this, 
Maryland breeders won 
$450.00. Out-of-state breeders

two shows of which she was a member. At the 1940 
National she stood sixth in a class of 45 aged cows. 

Her record of 1,079 lbs fat will entitle her to 54 
points on next year’s Honor List under our present sys- 
tem of figuring one point for a record of 166% % of AR 
requirements and an additional point for each extra 2% 
per cent of requirements. This is the highest score for 
any single record ever made in the United States on this 
basis of computation. Figured on this same basis, her 
six records are entitled to an average honor score of 39 
points each, which we are inclined to believe is the high- 
est score ever piled up by any cow on six records. 


This record of 1,079.1 lbs fat on 2X would be equiva- 
lent to a 4X record of 1,541.5 lbs fat from 39,041.4 lbs 
milk, using the conversion factors employed by the Ad- 
vanced Registry Department. It would also be equiva- 
lent to a 3X record of 1,294.9 lbs fat. Both figures are 
materially higher than anything ever yet attained in 
official work on either 4X or 3X milking. 


It is further worthy of note that three of her mature 
records rank first, third and fourth in the nation in the 
aged cow class on 2X and that her senior three-year-old 
record still stands first in the U. S. Few cows if any 
have been so consistently among the tops of the breed 
for production year after year. 


Less Travel — More Mail 


N the present emergency on rubber, gas and travel 
| generally, it is evident that more of our business is

George F. Comings 


HEN death took George F. Comings of Wisconsin 
WwW on June 10th, at the ripe old age of 93 years, 

the purebred Holstein-Friesian cow lost one of 
her most able and enthusiastic endorsers. His Silver 
Springs Farm at Eau Claire, Wisconsin disseminated 
the breed widely through the Northwest pioneer coun- 
ties of Wisconsin. Mr. Comings joined the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America in 1905. In 1908 the 
Silver Springs Farm adopted “Olathe’”’ as a herd prefix. 
The early foundation animals in the Comings’ herd were 
intensely bred to De Kol, Johanna, and De Vries, the 
foundation animals descending immediately from im- 
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portations from New York. After Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes assumed a position of great influence on the 
breed throughout the Northwest territory. Mr. Comings 
linebred his Silver Springs herd to this family using 
two sons of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and 
joining neighbor breeders formed a bull ring which 
purchased King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 16th (twin 
brother to Triune Ormsby Piebe) for $15,000 in the 
world-famous St. Paul Sale. The outstanding daughter 
of this bull bred in the Comings herd was Olathe Jet- 
tine Ormsby Piebe 1218934, a 1,000-pound fat pro- 
ducer carrying a 3.9% fat test. 


In addition to being a pioneer breeder of registered 
Holstein-Friesian cattle in Wisconsin, Mr. Comings en- 
gaged in the growing of fruit and vegetables on a large 
scale. Although born and educated in the conservative 
Republican State of Vermont, Mr. Comings was an out- 
standing liberal in Wisconsin’s politics. He was elected 
Lieutenant-Governor of the state in 1920 and re-elected 
in 1922. He was an ardent and able champion of pro- 
hibition, public ownership of utilities and rural school 
betterment. For ten years he was a lecturer on the Wis- 
consin Farmers’ Institute Program and played a large 
part in building the Farmers’ Equity movement in the 
Badger State. He ranks among America’s leaders in the 
cooperative movement and on that subject no man was 
better read. His astounding ability to quote lengthy 
passages from his extensive reading caused him to be 
referred to in Wisconsin agriculture as a man of letters. 
His mastery of fact and figures made him comparable to 
the classic description of the rural school teacher “.. . 
and still they gazed and still their wonder grew that 
one small head could carry all he knew.’ 


George H. Comings, Bainbridge, New York, a son 
of the deceased, perpetuates the Olathe breeding through 
families shipped East from the home farm.

Fred Decker 


RED Decker, in charge of the dairy herd at Colorado 
F State Home for Dependent Children, Denver, for 

many years, died early in May following a heart 
attack. 

Well known in Colorado Holstein circles, Fred had 
been with the Home from 1925 until the time of his 
death. During this time he built a high-ranking herd. 


To all the boys at the Home he was affectionately known 
as just ‘‘Fred.’’ 


Fred Decker purchased and developed one of the 
greatest sires ever to come to the Rocky Mountain re- 
gion — Winterthur Great Boast Mercury. This bull 
did a tremendous amount of good in Colorado and 
neighboring states. Of the 28 dam-daughter comparisons 
in his proved sire record, he increased 18, three of the 
daughters producing as much as 100 per cent more than 
their dams. Winterthur Great Boast Mercury’s daugh- 
ters showed an average increase of 126 pounds milk and 
30 pounds butterfat over their dams. 


The calf Fred Decker had selected and prepared for 
the sale of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Colorado 
was entered despite his death. His good friend, Al 
Lundquist, herdsman at J. K. Mullen Home for Boys, 
Fort Logan, Colorado, fitted the calf, trucked it to the 
sale, and cared for all details. 





For Selective Registration 

T notice that you quote in your April 15 issue what I 
said about grades and purebreds. I certainly believe 
in aristocracy of cows but I also believe that our Asso- 
ciation errs in registering any cow with proper color 
markings that traces back to imported registered cows. 

I found out when I was in Holland that a breeder 
had to drop a postal to their association when a calf was 
born, and then an inspector was sent to examine the calf 
and dam before registration was granted, thus oor 
out undesirables and keeping up a high standard. 
spoke to Mr. Householder of this when he visited my 
place last year, but he said that a man could ride —_ 
Holland on a bicycle, and the size of our country woul 
prohibit that.

ON PASTURE 
Practically all dairy concentrate 
rations carry supplements of salt, 
calcium and phosphorus. Rough- 
ages (hay, silage and pasture) 
grown on many eastern soils are low 
in these minerals. When dairy 
concentrates properly supplemented 
are fed, any shortages of these min- 
erals in the roughages are corrected 
and deficiencies avoided. 

With heifers on pasture, however, 
little, and in many instances no 
grain, is fed. Yet on many soils 
pasture is likely to require supple- 
ments of salt, calcium and phos- 
phorus to enable maximum growth 
and possibly normal reproduction 
by the heifers. 

Consequently, it is good practice 
and certainly good insurance to sup- 


ply heifers on pasture with mineral - 


supplements. Equal parts of a feed- 
ing grade steamed bone _ meal, 
ground limestone and iodized salt 
make a good mixture. This particu- 
lar mixture is being used on heifers 
on pasture at Cornell University 
and Professor Harrison feels its use 
is proving very beneficial. 

A mineral mixture should be: kept 
before the heifers in a box. The box 
should have some protection against 
rain and direct sunlight. 

While the need for such mineral 
supplements is most evident for 
heifers receiving no grain, it may 
also have a place under certain con- 
ditions for milking cows. Cows on 
fresh spring pasture and eating only 
small amounts of grain would be 
most likely to benefit. 

Certainly the cost of this mixture 
is small and for heifers on pasture 
at least, its use is recommended.

SUPER REGISTRATION 

At the recent Board meeting in 
Minneapolis, Director S. B. Hall sub- 
mitted a plan for super registration 
that seems to us to hold great pos- 
sibilities of value. The Board was 
favorably impressed also and ap- 
pointed a special committee to make 
a further study of details. 

In order that our readers may be 
studying it, too, and perhaps make 
further suggestions (which the com- 
mittee will welcome), we are pre- 
senting herewith Mr. Hall’s original 
outline. 

Super-registration 

The following is an outline for 
Super-registration. This plan is to 
combine Herd Classification with 
AR and Herd Test to focus attention 
on Holstein cows of high type which 
have producing ability good enough 
to use as foundation breeding ani- 
mals. 

This plan, if put into operation, 
should stimulate more herd classifi- 
cation, more official testing, step 
forward Selective Registration and 
evaluate our better cows whenever 
they are found, as well as providing 
a reliable guide for beginner breed- 
ers. 

Super Registration Plan 

Cows that classify ‘Excellent’ 
and exceed in production by 66% % 
the requirements for Advanced Reg- 
istry, shall be designated “Gold 
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Medal’’ cows. (This would mean 
800-lb cows in 4X; 700-lb-cows in 
3X and 600-lb cows in 2X.) 


Cows that classify ‘‘Very Good’’ 
and exceed in production by 66%% 
the requirements for Advanced Reg- 
istry and cows that classify ‘‘Excel- 
lent’’ and exceed in production by 
50% the requirements for Advanced 
Registry shall be designated as ‘‘Sil- 
ver Medal” cows. 


Cows that classify ‘‘Very Good’’ 
and exceed in production by 50% 
the requirements for Advanced Reg- 
istry shall be designated as ‘‘Bronze 
Medal’’ cows. 


No animal will be given a medal 
designation if their average test is 
lIcss than 3.2%. 


When an animal qualified for 
either of the medal classes and the 
owner presents their registry papers 
to the Association, the Secretary of 
the Association shall affix to the 
registry certificate a gold, silver, or 
bronze medal seal of the Association 
and issue a suitable gold, silver, or 
bronze medal certificate. 

The Association shall, each year, 
publish a list of all cows designated 
as medal cows.

The Jersey Bulletin, starting with 
its July issues, will go onto a semi- 
monthly publication schedule. It has 
peen published as a weekly since 
1884, a remarkable record of breed 
service. 


The 74th Annual Meeting of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club was 
held June 3 at Asheville, N. C. 76 
members were present, and 739 prox- 
jes. Ira G. Payne, of New York, was 
reelected for his third term as Presi- 
dent of the Club. Annual reports of 
officers Were a cause for enthusiasm. 
Secretary Morley reported the mem- 
pership as 1659, of which 197 joined 
during the past year. Registrations 
of females totalled 61,498 and bulls, 
14.623, increases respectively of 56% 
and 39%. Transfers totalled 33,079, 
a 27% gain. Increased fees became 
effective during the year, which was 
credited with bringing in a part of 
this increased activity, in anticipation 
of the change. In Register of Merit, 
¥755 cows are on test, and 295 herds 


completed the year in the Herd 
Test. Star Bulls registered during 
the year totalled 1368. In Herd 


Classification work, 226 herds were 
classified during the year, containing 
4516 animals. A report on the Vic- 
tory Bull Campaign by J. C. Nisbet 
stated that 21,292 requests had been 
received for these gift bulls, number- 
ing 1000. Awards will be made in 
August. Revenue of the Club last 
year totalled $278,145.79, which ex- 
ceeded expenditures by $2,892.65. 
Expenditures included appropriations 
to Jersey Creamline, Inc., totalling 
$19,063.12; for Extension and Pub- 
licity, $57,308.81 was expended, in- 
cluding $24,844.53 for advertising; 
and in addition $40,448.31 for field 
work. 

At the National Sale, held the day 
following the meeting, 66 head were 
sold for an average of $460.75, with 
a $1,500 top price for a cow. 


The Ayrshire Breeders Association 
held its 67th annual meeting at York, 
Pa., on May 13.

JUNE DAIRY MONTH MAKES AN 
ALL-TIME HIGH 

“Never in the history of June 
Dairy Month have I seen our groups 
support it so uniformly and so per- 
sistently.”’ This statement by a 
prominent representative of a na- 
tional food distribution group, in a 
letter to the National Dairy Coun- 
cil, is typical of the general comment 
heard throughout the nation as 
Dairy Month entered into its final 
phases. 


In nearly every case, two im- 
portant characteristics of the pres- 
ent June Dairy Month campaign are 
emphasized. The first is the persist- 
ence of the participants. The nat- 
ural human tendency to emphasize 
the campaign for a few days or a 
week and then relax has apparently 
been overcome by nearly all groups 
and a concentrated 30-day sales pro- 
motion campaign has developed a 
national intensity not reached in 
previous years. 

The second is the national char- 
acter of June Dairy Month this year. 
From coast to coast and from the 
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Gulf to the Canadian border, mayors 
of cities and governors of states 
have signed proclamations to a4 
greater degree than ever before. 
Even in territories where interest 
has been comparatively low in the 
past an aroused enthusiasm for 
dairy products and their place jp 
the building of national health ang 
vitality has been developed to the 
extent that June Dairy Month this 
year has truly become a national 
event. 


Because of its national interest 
and the increased activities on the 
part of many states and supporting 
organizations, every piece of mate- 
rial which has been developed by the 
National Dairy Council for the dairy 
industry sales promotion event was 
sold out in advance of June 1. It 
was necessary to put the printers 
back to work re-running material 
for some of the kits and posters and, 
even then, it was not possible to fill 
all of the late orders. 


Due to the health phases of the 
campaign and the part that dairy 
products must play in building a 
stronger and healthier America, 
many areas, even though confronted 
with a shortage of milk, felt it ad- 
visable to participate in the program 
as a supplement to the National 
Nutrition Program. State and 
county nutrition committees in prac- 
tically every state in the _ union 
made use of nutrition material pro- 
duced by the National Dairy Council 
and financed by state and local or- 
ganizations. ‘ The chain stores, the 
variety stores, the food stores and 
the drug stores came through with 
an amazing degree of persistent 
enthusiasm and support. As a re- 
sult, the nation was more complete- 
ly blanketed by point-of-sale display 
material than ever before. Indepen- 
dent stores of all types volunteered 
with the usual activities on point- 
of-sale material, featuring DAIRY 
Month in their windows, in their 
stores and making special sales ap- 
peals on dairy products over their 
counters. 


Trade press enthusiasm and pub- 
licity as well as radio programs gave 
constant and repeated boosts to 
DAIRY MONTH and dairy products. 
Railroads cooperated by featuring 
posters and dairy products on their 
dining car menus. Special sections 
were run in newspapers emphasizing 
the place of dairy products in build- 
ing a revitalized America. The West- 
ern Newspaper Union devoted @ 
major part of its monthly service 
to a feature going to thousands of 
newspaper subscribers. There was 
evidence throughout of energetic ac- 
tivity on the part of state dairy 
association secretaries, producer 
organizations and dealer groups. 


A special contest among Dairy 
Council units, all vying for publicity 
and promotion honors added an in- 
tense concentration of effort in the 
areas of the forty affiliated units 
of the National Dairy Council. 


This unified nationwide effort 02 
the part of all branches of the dairy 
industry and its allied friends can- 
not but result in a very definite in- 
crease in the sale and consumption 
of milk, butter, cheese, and ice 
cream throughout the nation. Be- 

















cause of the momentum of this 30- 
day campaign in its sixth anniver- 
gary, every month in the year is 
pound to be a bigger and better 
DAIRY MONTH. This is definitely 
indicated by responses coming to 
the National Dairy Council which 
serves as headquarters for this mo- 
mentous and all-important event.

COLORADO'S 12TH CALF SALE 


Steadily upward has been the 
trend of junior consignment sales 
conducted by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Colorado during the 
past 12 years writes Glenn B. Adams, 
secretary of the Colorado State As- 
sociation. Further progress was 
noted at Brighton on May 23 when 
29 bull and heifer calves averaged 
$134.05, the highest figure ever rec- 
orded at any dairy calf sale in the 
state. Bulls brought unusually good

At Brighton in 1941, Colorado 
breeders sold 22 head for an aver- 
age of $93.60. The next year the 
average jumped to $130.20 for 24 
head, a figure which many thought 
would hold for some time. This year’s 
average of $134.05 was made on 15 
bulls that reached $150.83 and 14 
heifers that averaged $116.07. Sale 
Proceeds totaled $3,887.50. 


Top of $205 was paid by R. A. 
King of Brighton, Colorado, for the 
8-month-old calf Mullen Pride Rag 
Apple, consigned by J. K. Mullen 
Home for Boys at Fort Logan. This 
youngster is the first son of Femco 
Challenger, brought into Colorado in 
1940 from Femco Farms, Brecken- 
ridge, Minnesota, where his six near- 
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est tested dams averaged 1,133.7 
pounds fat. 


Several other young bulls were 
well up in the money. Woodcraft 
Hengerveld La Vero Kyte, consigned 
by Modern Woodmen of America, 
Woodmen, Colorado, brought 
$177.50, paid by J. F. Brown of 
Greeley, Colorado. Many thought 
this bull, a smooth, typey son of 
Woodcraft Wimple Successor Fobes, 
was the best male calf in the sale.

LOUISIANA STATE CLASSIFIED 


What is perhaps the largest col- 
lege Holstein herd in the United 
States was officially classified by Pro- 
fessor F. W. Atkeson, of Kansas 
State College, on May 8th and 9th. 
This herd located at Louisiana State 
University, Baton Rouge, Louisiana, 
consisted of 103 females which 
scored an average of 82 per cent, 
and 4 bulls averaging 86.2 per cent. 
One animal, an eight year old cow, 
Prilly Pontiac Lady Fayne, received 
the rating of excellent. There were 
29 animals rated very good, 43 good 
plus, 29 good, and 5 fair. 

Type rating of the herd was 4 
distinct credit in as much as all fe- 
males in the herd were bred by the 
University, as well as their female 
ancestors for two or three genera- 
tions back. The production of this 
University herd is likewise in keep- 
ing with all the records of the bet- 
ter herds in the country, for in 1941 
ene hundred and ten Holstein cows 
averaged 11,192 pounds of milk and 
396 pounds of butterfat. This rec- 
ord was made with more than two- 
thirds of the herd milked twice 4 
day. 





Golden Guernsey, Inc., reported 
income of $101,345.27 (including the 
$12,000 appropriation from _ the 
Club) against expenditures of $96,- 
853.60. Royalty income from milk 
sales under the trade mark were 
stated to have increased 8.2% for 
the year.

Roy Phipps, Lewisville, operates 
the highest producing of the 30-odd 
Tilney Farms. All-American Tilfa 
Man-O-War was in service here and 
now has nearly two dozen extremely 
promising senior yearling daughters, 
the first due in December. ‘‘Tilfa’’ 
was at another farm, but I saw a son 
of him from a great dam, a double 
Pride of Sir Piets bred cow now 
making a real record, that will be 
tried out. And the senior sire now 
is Matador Segis Ormsby 17th, an 
88-year-old ‘‘Sandy’”’ son that sired a 
great herd (unfortunately they 
didn’t test) in Dakota. He’s out of 
a direct granddaughter of the old 
“Hazelwood” Granny cow. This 
herd has several 800-lb producers, 
and it has a 4-year-average in HIR 
of 528 lbs fat. Included in it is 
one of the last daughters of old 
Ambassador Della Fobes—a great 

3-year-old cow you can’t help ad- 
miring. 


Good cooperators are Oscar 
Sletta, the Shellum brothers, Paul 
Lein, and Ray Schwingler, who have 
been cooperating with their seven 
Carnation bulls for several years— 
and with good results. They have 
sons of Renown, Imperial and Peer- 
less, which they are using on daugh- 
ters of sons of Sandy, Chieftain, 
Peerless, and another Carnation- 
bred herd sire. It makes quite a 
breeding combination. Oscar Sletta, 
Medalia, is secretary of the group.

I was unfortunate in finding Mr. 
A. L. Keister away from home. He 
has Hays Wayne De Kol (quite a 
toppy show bull) for his senior sire, 
and is using him on daughters of a 
Belmont bull from Pabst Farms 
that was a former herd sire, and 
one which apparently did a real job, 
if I was correct in picking his daugh- 
ters from among the cows in the 
pasture. 


M. O. Titrud & Sons, Clarissa, 
have made a 4-year average of 517 
lbs fat on two-time milking—and 
the entire ration, both roughage and 
concentrates—are all grown on the 
Titrud farm. The type of this herd 
is as much above average as the pro- 
duction. The younger cows are by 
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a Highpath-bred son of Matador 
Segis Ormsby 12th. This sire was 
used largely on daughters of Triune 
Rose Supreme, son of a _ 1,000-Ib.
